Africa, Sept 27 (AP)—Smashing a 
10-mlle deep salient Into the moun­ 
tains, Americans of t.t Oen Mark 
W, Clark’s Fifth Army have cap­ 
tured the town of Castano, 50 miles 
due east of Naples, Allied head­ 
quarters announced today. 
As a result the Germans began 
a withdrawal In that sector east of 
Naples on the flank of their posi­ 
tions around the broad bay and 
port, and offered only rearguard op­ 
position. 
Simultaneously, the British Eighth 
Army of Gen Sir Bernard L. M ont­ 
gomery drove rapidly up the east 
coast to within 22 miles of the air­ 
port center of Foggia, capturing the 
Adriatic towns of Cerignoia and 
M argherita di Savola, the latter a 
large salt manufacturing center 
Slight Resistance 
The British, after crossing the 
Ofanto river which empties into tho 
Gulf of Manfredonla, were meeting 
only the slightest resistance and 
were sweeping along on straight roads 
across flat, open country which ex­ 
tends to 30 miles beyond Foggia.

Washington, Kept. 27 I AP I—There 
is a growing disposition among top 
policy-making officials here to dis­ 
count entirely all talk of a world 
police force to m aintain peace after 
tills war. 
In diplomatic as well as military 
quarters the view is frequently ex­ 
pressed that a peace-enforcing or­ 
ganization made up from the mili­ 
tary and 
naval 
service* of the 
United Nations would be unwieldy 
and impractical. 
Tile counter-proposal 
to which 
this government is understood to be 
giving most serious consideration is 
that each of the United Nations, but 
particularly the United States. Brit­ 
ain. Russia and China, should keep 
in service land, sea nnd air forces 
sufficient to discourage any acts of 
aggression. 
Tills is the principle which under­ 
lay Secretary Hull’s statem ent in Ids 
speech on foreign policy earlier this 
month, that maintenance of peace 
must be based on the willingness of 
cooperating nations to use force if 
necessary. 
Support Peace ‘‘Forcefully" 
8onic officials say that in much 
talk of the postwar world the Idea 
of a police force is used loosely to 
mean any employment of force to 
localize international disputes and 
avoid another general conflict. But 
in many instances the advocates of 
the idea definitely contemplate the 
organization of a truly international 
power to which all of the United 
Nations would contribute men and 
materials. 
Both diplomatic and military of­ 
ficials claim this would not work 
because of the innumerable practical 
difficulties such as differences in 
language, traditions, and operation­ 
al procedures of the world’s exist­ 
ing armies and navies. 
Further­ 
more they question the wisdom of 
international commitment* made on 
such a basis. 
According to the principle broad­ 
ly stated by Hull, each nation par­ 
ticipating in some future world or­ 
ganization for peace—whether based 
on a system of alliances, a world 
court or a league — would support 
peace forcefully in two ways: by 
maintaining an army nnd navy to 
cope with any predictable outbreak 
and by always being willing to use 
those forces when necessary.
